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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


The school board of the town school-district of Hillsborough 
respectfully submit the following report concerning the condi- 
tion of the public schools therein for the school year ending 
March, 1889: 

We believe the schools of the district have passed through the 
year with encouraging results ; and, though there may have been 
instances of partial failure, yet on the whole we think they are 
in excellent condition. We have introduced the new Franklin 
Series of Readers, making an even éxchange for the old ones, of 
which there were some four or five kinds used in the district, 
gaining not only a new and interesting book, but producing a 
greater interest by the improved classification. 

The attendance in some of the schools has been a matter of 
congratulation, especially in Divisions 2, 5, 15, and 16, making 
in these schools almost a perfect attendance; while in some 
we regret to say we find the registers show a large amount 
of absences and cases of tardiness. We kindly ask the 
parents, and those who have children under their charge, to try 
and remedy this evil; for we believe, by taking more pains and 
starting the children earlier, they might be taught habits of 
promptness that would go with and be of great value to them 
through life. The schooling would be of more advantage, the 
registers look a great deal better, and, instead of a fourth part 
of the pupils who are now upon the roll of perfect attendance, 
we might place the whole or nearly all there. 

Let us one and all lend them a helping hand, not only by giv-. 
ing them an encouraging word around the fireside, but by visit- 
ing the schools oftener and speaking a word of praise and en- 
couragment when it is due. 
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Our intercourse with teachers and scholars of the district has 
been pleasant and agreeable, and we carefully, and, we trust, 
faithfully, make the following detailed report : 


DIvISsION 2. 


Summer and winter terms, taught by Flora M. Brown, to the 
entire satisfaction of all concerned. 


DIvIsIon 3. 


Summer term, taught by Mary L. Bowles, of Deering, whose 
work here sustained her previous good reputation as a teacher, 
and proved to all that she is well adapted to govern and to teach. 
We hope to secure her services in the future. 


Winter Term. 


Mittie F. Clark, of Henniker, teacher. There was some little 
insubordination manifested by some of the scholars, but the 
teacher labored hard, and carried the term through with success. 


DIvIsIon 4. 


Miss Sadie M. Gould, of Hillsborough, taught this school. 
This teacher, as well as the pupils, did a fair amount of work, 
but nothing remarkable, considering the capacity of the scholars. 

Winter term taught by Arthur M. Burnham, of Hillsborough. 
This was his first experience in teaching, and the success was all 
that might be expected. It must be remembered that ‘* Order 
is Heaven’s first law,” and the neatness of the school-room 
should go hand in hand with good order. 


Drvision 5. 


Summer term, taught by Miss Hattie M. Temple, winter term, 
by Miss Etta L. Gile, both of Hillsborough. This school is 
small,.there being but three scholars at the last term. They 
made a good showing at the close of each term. We think, per- 
haps, it may be best to discontinue this school for the present, 
as the scholars may be reasonably well convened in Divisions 6 
and 11. 
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Division 6. 


Summer and winter terms, taught by Miss Lucy A. Eastman, 
of Weare. The experience, scholarship, and energy of this 
teacher give her a rank among the first in the profession. Her 
methods and thoroughness are worthy of imitation; and it is a 
positive truth that pupils catch the ambition displayed by the 
teacher. They made remarkable progress, and both summer 
and winter examinations did great credit to both teacher and 
pupils. 


Division 8. 


Summer term, taught by Miss Etta L. Gile, fall term, by Miss 
Annie B. Hazen, both of Hillsborough. The examinations at 
the close of these schools were, creditable to both teachers and 
pupils, 

Division 9. 


Summer, fall, and winter terms, taught by Miss Alice M. 
Perry, of Hillsborough. Miss Perry has taught seven succes- 
sive terms in this school, and given good satisfaction. If the 
pupils retain all that they have been over, it is very creditable. 
The maxim is, ‘*‘ Not how much, but how well.” This teacher 
is well adapted to this school, and the examinations were good. 

Thirty dollars were contributed in this division to prolong the 
school. 


Division 10. 


Summer and winter terms, taught by Miss Angie I. Marcy, of 
Hillsborough Bridge. This is her fifth term in No. 10, and 
proves well the fact that to continue the services of a good 
teacher is the most profitable. This teacher is very tenacious, 
in her perseverance, to make all principles clearly understood ; 
therefore thoroughness is characteristic of all her labor, and the 
school a brilliant example of first-class work, as was clearly Seay 
ceptible at each examination. 


Division 11. 


Summer term, Miss Julia M. Gay, teacher, who was well qual- 
ified and well adapted to the school-room. This school was

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closed one week earlier than it would have been on account of 
sickness, consequently there was no examination at the close. 

Winter term, taught by Miss Jennie H. Hastings, of Hills- 
borough. The examination at the close of the last term was 
highly creditable to the teacher and the pupils. 


DIvISsION 13. 


One term taught by Hattie J. Clark, of Henniker. Examina- 
tions were good, and the parents and citizens that were present 
showed there was an interest felt in the education and training 
of the children. 


Division 14. 


Louise A. Wilkins, of Hillsborough, teacher. ‘This was Miss 
Wilkins’s first attempt at teaching. Good progress was made, 
and the term proved a profitable one to all concerned. 

Winter term, taught by Perry M. Gould, of this town. The 
school appeared well at our visits, and passed a creditable ex- 
amination at the close. 


Division 15. 


Summer term, Lizzie M. Doyle, teacher. This was Miss 
Doyle’s first term in the school-room as teacher. She labored 
hard and earnestly, with very good results. 

Winter term, under the instructions of Miss Carrie M. Proctor, 
of Hillsborough. This was also Miss Proctor’s first term of 
teaching, but we hope it may not be her last. Gaining the 
good-will of her pupils, her labors were crowned with success. 


Division 16. 


Two terms, taught by Miss Hattie M. Sturtevant, of Hills- 
borough, this making four terms taught by her, with entire sat- 
isfaction to parents, pupils, and the school board. 


Division 17. 


Summer and fall terms, taught by Miss Jennie M. Carr, of 
East Washington, Miss Carr needs no recommendation from us 
at this time, having been teacher in this school several terms 
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before, and well sustaining her previous reputation as a teacher. 
The examination at the close of each term was superlative as 
regards discipline and advancement. 


Division 18. 


One term, taught by Hattie J. Clark, of Henniker. <A small 
school, but at our visits the pupils were orderly and quiet; and 
we report fair progress made.
